Then one day he asked me if I wanted to come over and skate his new ^ 
pipe. I said sure, it couldn't be any worse than the first one. VJell now 
the ramp kud sane prmlse, I said. How it was six feet high, eight feet 
wide, and with eight feet of flatbottom. Kevin, at the time wanted to 
make a mini bowl. He started to build it by criss crossing two half pipes, 
but then he shlned that idea and made a h pipe I6" wide, 6" tall w/ 8" * 
of flat. Thats the way it stands today. 

Now everyone calls it the GUNDEK^^ON ramp. It has 3 layers of ply and in 
need of another. It has steel pipe coping on one side & pvc on the other, 
it also has a Lx8 platform on one side & a board lenght platform on the./ 
other, but be careful, cuz at the end of the deck is a shed with a paper 
thin roof. Eric Baw found that cut real quick. So far there haven't been 
any complaints & there may be a contest at the G.R. sometime in the surrmier. 
So if you can find the GUNDERSON RAMP, just jmp over & skate. -OLLIl
